1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not identify the city and either state or foreign country of residence of 
each inventor. The residence information may be provided on either an 
application data sheet or supplemental oath or declaration. 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figures 4 and 5 contain text and are too 
dark to see details. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action.

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "400", "410"and "420" have all been used to designate 
the inner container. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "251" has been used to designate both arm strip and 
upper end. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet/even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the circumferentially 
placed arm extending from an upper rim to select and open or closed postion on the lid 
as claimed in claim 2, the lid sealing means comprising a rubber portion as claimed in 
claim 10 and the aperture having a tab with a rubber portion as claimed in claim 13 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Applicant is required to submit acceptable corrected drawings within the time period set 
in the Office action.

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: applicants 
have used a number of reference numeral to refer to more than one feature, Note for 
example 227 describing a movable disk and a common center, 228 describing and 
additional member and a disk portion, 251 describing a arm strip and upper end. 
Moreover both 226 and 227 have been used to describe a movable disk. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 2 and thus 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
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the invention. It isn't clear how a circumferentially placed arm extending form an upper 
rim of the container downwardly into the container to communicate movement to the 
selection means selects an open or closed postion on the lid. This relationship does not 
appear to be shown in the drawings. Is this another embodiment? 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the arms" (plural) in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Meyer '550. 

The partition 22 defines compartments which receive different beverages while 
the container receives a closure sealing the compartments while member 30 defines a 
lit with openings and sealing means as shown in Figure 3A There is means at 54 to 
select the compartment with the opening at 56. 
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1 1 . Claims 2 and 3 insofar as they are understood, are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the reference as applied to claiml above, and 
further in view of Deardorff '665. 

To have provided an arm extending form the upper rim downwardly into the 
container to move the selection means in the manner of Deardorff at 36 would have 
been obvious. 

12. Claims 1 , 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kines '975. 

1 3. Note the lid at 1 0 with an opening and sealing means and the partition at 1 1 
dividing the container. Note also the lever at 14 which moves the selection means at 

1 3. Claims 1 , 5-7 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wagner '995. 

Note the two compartments for beverages at 28 and 20 in the inner container. 
Note also the lid 44 with an opening for the nipple and a seal defined by the nipple at 
46. Member 52 defines selection means to select the compartment 28 or 30. 

14. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claiml 0 above, and further in view of Signorini '948. 

To have provided the nipple with a flange larger than the opening to get a better 
seal would have been obvious in view of Signorini as shown in Figure 1A. 

15. Claims 1, 7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Propes '503.

Note the partition at 12 and the lid with a seal at 26 and opening at 28. The 
selection means is defined by optionally repositioning of the lid particularly when one 
person is using the container and only drink one opening is needed. 

16. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Mazzella '042. 

To have provided a seal for the opening with a tab and rubber seal to prevent 
leakage would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Mazzella. 

17. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other containers with compartments.
